Or- 
phaned at thirteen (after a past history which included his mother's murder of his 
feebleminded sister), Martin is taken in by Mrs. de Rendon, beautiful, honeyed, and 
cold of heart. Awkward, ludicrous, and aware of it - making unfortunate missteps in 
an effort to ingratiate Mrs. de Rendon, Martin is never secure, always tantalized by 
her beauty - and always thwarted. To win her gratitude, he sets fire to the house 
and rescues her small boy, John; to ensure his position, he gains a hold on the im- 
pressionable John, terrorizes him, and is indirectly -. unintentionally responsible for 
his death. Abandoned by Mrs. de Rendon who continues her capricious career abroad, he 
is left in the hands of her chauffeur, a pervert, until he gains the courage to make 
the break alone - and runs away to find the old nurse, discharged by Mrs. de Rendon, 
who offered him a home where he belonged. Ferhaps excessive, this is nonetheless ef-
